Col, Otter's troops, mwumbering three 
hundred and twenty of all arms, set out to 
mvet the enemy in a position of their own 
chowe, and supposed to be about nume- 
ricaily equal, On arriving at the battle- 
field they found they had been reinforced

Matters at Red Deer. 


A correspondent from the camp at Red 
Deer sends in the following notes on 
affairs in that vicinity :-— 

The settlers inthis vicinity complsin 
thatthe Indians are running 
stock, and on Wednesday night the 
captain and ten men of the 65th detach- 
ment started out to try and catch them.
